. When an . American 
publisher asked ‘me to 
send him my war diary 
as a journalist, I offered 
him my favourite suit; it 
is the only diary I have 
kept. 

That streak of paint on 
the sleeve is the entry for 
September 8, 1939, when, 
after waiting inside Num- 
ber Ten, Downing Street, 
for the declaration. of 
war, I-dived into an over- 
new air raid shelter half 
an hour later at the sound 
of the first sirens. 

That mend that never was 
guite invisible is a reminder 
of the return of the ragged 
legions from Dunkirk. And 
it is camouflaged with stains 
of .mud and grease, cach of 
which is a souvenir of some 
undignified flop in the gutter 
during the Battle of Britain. 

For { am what is called 
“the new kind of War Corres- 
pondent.” The — traditional 
kind still has to have his uni- 
form—peaked. cap, officer's 
tunic, natty breeches and 
burnished riding: boots—be- 
fore he can go off with a Bri- 
tish Expeditionary Force to 
some romantic battlefront. 
The “new kind,” if he is wise, 
also has his _uniform—his 
oldest suit in which, when he . 
hears the whistle of a bomb, 
he can fling himself into the 
mud in some unromantic back- 
street, 

These mottle marks on the 


Pepys. They record the ‘sequel 
to his diary of the Great.Tire 
of London. .They are the 
scorches left by the Second 
Great Fire of London. A 
fiery confetti spattered it 
during my vigil on the roof, 
nine storeys: high, in the 
heart of the flaming city.

“Better Than Injections” 

The concentration of Invading 
germs was always higher-in the nasal 
tissues than anywhere else, 

Of 627 cases treated by the nasal 
spray prevention method, sald Dr 
Walsh. 74 per cent. gave good re- 
sults, 10 per cent, fair, 16 per cent, 
poor, 

The experiments. indicated, he 
added, that nasal spraying gave better 
results than if the vaccine were in- 
‘ested under the siin or swallowed.

HENEVER a team has ao‘ part- 
score, large enough for a: suit 
contract of three-odd to produce a 
dame, the partners nro-wise to agree 
on a sult contract rather than to pin 
their faith In two notrump, Natur- 
ally, this is not a blunket statement 
affecting all cases. What I do want 
to emphasize {s that two notrump Is 
rarely an ideal contract. Consider 
such a ¢ase as the following:

Of course, it was 
equally truc in this ease that two 
notrump should have been brought 
home duc to the hlecked condition 
of the club suit and to West's failure 
to shift to a diamond. Declarer had 
been guilty of atrocious reasoning in 
failing to play the spade ace after 
lrunning the hearts. One thing was 
certauin—West would have cashed the 
last club if he had held ft, hence that 

doowas falrly well marked with 
' t. The next point was that West, 
fatter running. the clubs, would not 
have shifted to the spade eight if 
he had held the queen! from his poliit 
jor view, such a lead would appear 
suicidal,

Charged with murder but found gullty of manslaughter and sentenced -to four years’ 
hard Jabour at the May Criminal Sexstons, Dost Mohamed, 22, Indian guard, brought an ap- 
plication for leave to appeal against. his conviction and sentence before Mr Justice P. E. F. 
Cressall and Mr Justice J. A. Fraser in the Full Court this morning., The xpplication was 


refused. . : 

Mohamed was convicted for 
the manslaughter, of ‘a hawker 
named Kwok Man_at -Pak Hin 
Hok, Canton, on May 22 Iast 
year, ' 

It war alleged nt the trial, which 
wns before the Chlef Justiec, ‘Sir 
Atholl MacGregor, that Kwok was 
first struck and = later shot by 
Mohamed, who was then engined 
with another Indian guard In scarch- 
ing people boarding the Fatshun at 
the Butterfleld ond ‘Swire Wharf, 

Mr HE. W. Lee, instructed by Mr 
M. A, da Silva, appeared for 
Mohamed, and Mr E. 1%, Willams, 
Crown Counsel, was for the Crown, 

Evidence For:Prosecution 

Mr Lee sald that the applicant was 
orkdnelly charged with, the murder 
of aman named Kwok Man in 
Canton, The, evidence of the prose- 
cution was that applicant was em- 
ployed av a wharf guard by Butter- 
fleld and Swire. He searched a man 
who was-poing to the wharf and, 
suspecting he had contraband, at- 
tempted to arrest him. This person 
then ran away, wos chased ond a 
hue and cry ralsed. The Crown 
evidence alleged that he wns chased 
to a lighter some distance — awny, 
when applicant tool: out his revolver 
and deliberately shot him, dead, 
Searching For’ Contraband 

The evidence by prisoner was the 
only evidence adduced “for the de- 
fence, Tt was that his duty was to 
rearvh for contraband on the wharf 
aud when a nigs whom he suspected 
of carrying: contraband, rart away, he 
wive cha and after a certain dis- 
tance he lost sight of the man in the 
crowd, but feclingg that the crowd 
was hostile, he fred two shats into 
the air.” He continued running to a 
Unhter, fred two more shots, and 
while bringing down his. revolver, a 
person in the ‘crowd Isnocked it with 
a bamboo pole causing n fifth shot 
to be fred. He saw oa oman in 
another Hiehter fall down, and this 
man was found subsequently to be 
dead, : 

The, Defence did not rely on any 


the effect of reducing, the charge of 
murder to manstaughfer. The De- 
fence was that the death of the mon 
was cnused by the accidental  dis- 
charge ‘of the revolver, 
Summing Up Criticised 

Mr Lee then referred to the sum- 
ming up of the Trial Judge and said 
that there was no dircction to the 
jury on the question of manslayghter, | 
He submitted that the jury, in re- 
turning a ‘verdict of manslaughter, | 
must be satisfied beyond all reason~ 
able doubt that the act was illegal 
and that there was gross negligence 
on the part of Appilcant. - Taking the 
case: us a whole, it seemed to him 
that there might have ‘been suMcient; 
evidence to return a verdict of guilty 
of murder but not enough testimony 
to justify a verdict of manslaughter. 

. For The Crown 

Mr Willlams remarked that it was 
well-known that jurles generally toole 
a merciful view of such cases, and 
it might well be that it was on the 
point of provocation and not on the 
legality, or illegality of the act that 
the jury found in favour of the Ap- 
Ucant. If there was sufficient ovid-

* “As I understand it,” continued His 
Lordship, “the argument of Counsel 
for the Applicant js that while there 
might have been sufficient evidence 
before the Jury to justify a verdict 
of murder tho fact remains that there 
was not sufficient evidence to return 
a verdict.of manslaughter. He also 
points out that the learned Trial, 
Judge had failed to direct the Jury 
on the question of manslaughter, The 
Trial Judge, however, did direct the 
jury on the set of circumstances upon 
which they could roturn.a verdict of 
minslaughter, He did not, it is true, 
actually draw. thelr attention to the 
question of provocation, but that in 
our opinion: js immaterial because 
the fact that he did not direct the

ACTIVE PEACE 


STRANGE it is that men and 
nations ‘still think of: peace as a 
passive or negative condition. 
One reason the world is seeing 
so much war to-day is this tend- 
ency of the human mind to take 
its ease, this reluctance to face 
unpleasant issucs.

Anthems Discontinued 

LONDON, July 16 (Reuter).—The 
Sunday evening broadcast by the 
B.B.C. of the national anthems of 
Brithin and Allied countries .is to be 
discontinued, announced Mr A. Dui 
Cooper, Minister of Information, 
answering questions In the House of 
Commons to-day. 

Mr Dull Cooper , said, “The ine 
crease in the number of national 
anthems renders it impossible to do 
full justice to them in’ the ume 
allotted. I have suggested to the 
B.B.C, that in future the perlod 
previously taken up by national: 
anthems shotild be devoted to: the 
notlonal music of nations whose 
people are now fighting with us, 

“A different nation wili be 
selected each weel:. and perhaps In 
ome causes it may prove possible to 
combine two or three.”
